Finance Institutions Support 
Income Tax Exemption 

A bill that would exempt from 
State income tax some of the in- 
terest paid by commercial banks, 
Savings banks, credit unions and 
savings and Joan associations in 
Maine has been filed, 

The exemption would apply to 
the first $200 of interest received 
by a single taxpayer, the first $300 
for single heads of households and 
$400 for married couples filing 
jointly and widows and widowers, 

A campaign in support of the 
legislation is under way by the 
29 savings banks in Maine, The 
campaign includes bumper stick- 
ers with the slogan—“Augusta— 
Hands off my Savings!’ Also in- 
cluded is extensive newspaper ad- 
vertising with clippings which may 
be mailed to Augusta urging leg- 
islators to support the bill, These 
efforts are to continue for three 
weeks, The banks are supporting 
_the L.D, because they believe it 
may be an incentive needed to get 
People to keep funds in savings. 
Savings are at an all-time low in 
this country, the lowest in the free 
world. 

From the banks’ point of view, 
making the 5.5% interest income 
tax-exempt is the same as naising 
the interest to a 5.79% taxable 
yield—except that the exemption 
doesn’t cost the bank anything. 

A tax loss estimated at $1.5 mil- 
lion to $3 million to the state of 
Maine is of concern to the legis- 
lature as it grapples with many fis- 
eal deficits in the budget. 

Opponents view the measure as 
clearly for the benefit of bankers 
and discriminates against other 
forms of savings. Also, they note 
that since low-income people tend 
to save little from their incomes, 
any scheme designed to stimulate 
investment will necessarily confer 
Sreater benefits on those most 
able to save and invest—typically, 
higher-income people. 

It has been suggested that the 
Measure be amended to restrict 
the exemption to the elderly. Some 
88% of these people, who often 
depend on low and fixed incomes, 
report interest on. their tax forms,

Conversely, the proponents note 
the United States is one of the few 
industrialized countries that taxes 
savings interest as income and ex- 
press the need for more incentive 
in these inflationary times to save 
and accumulate,

péats to be grave concern for the 
passage of this measure because

BETHEL SCORES HIGHEST 
IN WASTE MANAGEMENT 
CONTROL PROGRAM 


For the first time since it was 
given authority in 1973 to regulate 
solid waste disposal facilities the 
Maine Department of Enyironmen- 
tal Protection has published an 
enforcement priority list for 
Maine’s more than 300 identified 
waste disposal sites. 

The priority list will enable the 
Enforcement Division to concen- 
trate its activities on facilities 
where the need is greatest, John 
Bastey, division director said. 

Until now the DEP’s limited en- 
forcement capability has been sub- 
stantially confined to response to 
complaints and routine inspections 
Bastey said. ; ‘ 

A total of 313 facilities were 
graded by solid waste management 
professionals of the Department's 
Bureau of Land Quality Control on 
a list of criteria developed in an 
extensive study of the problem. 
The criteria were assigned positive 
values for good management prac- 
tices. and negative values where 
management practices involved 
risks to public health. The grading 
scale ‘ranges from a plus 70 score 
for the best operated facility to 
a possible minus 195 for the poor 
est, 

The Town of Bethel scored the 
highest with a plus 60 rating. 
Presque Isle was rated the worst 
with a minus 70. 


Other municipalities with high 
scores on the positive side in- 
cluded Castine, Isleboro, Milford, 
Readfield, Solon and Warren, all 
scoring a +55; Waldoboro and 
Edmunds, +50, and Barry (Pitts- 
ton), Charleston, Cooper, Council 
of Governments (Greater Port 
land) Fort Fairfield (Tri-Commun- 
ity), Glenburn, Kennebunk, New. 
castle, Orono, Vienna and Vinal- 
haven, all with +45's. 


Near the lowér end of the ta- 
ble with Presque Isle were Coriti- 
na and Pittsfield, —65; Biddeford 
and Paris, —45, and Bristol, Lu- 
bec, Madawaska, Rockland, Stetson, 
Winthrop and Woodstock, all with 
—40's, Of the 313 listed facilities, 
144 had grades of zero or lower

‘Other towns in this area rated 

as follows: Andover, +35; Gilead 
and Upton, + 30; West Paris, + 5; 
Greenwood, —5. 
’ The rating criteria assessed pen- 
alties ranged from a minus 100 
for facilities that posed an imme- 
diate threat to a —20 for viola- 
tions of Maine’s 300-foot law (dis- 
tance from the nearest body of 
water), and open burning. 


Open burning of dumps is pro- 
hibited entirely by federal law and 
is prohibited by Maine law for fa- 
cilities serving more than: 1,000 
persons. : 


No Maine dumps were found to 
pose ‘an immediate life threat. 
Twelve municipalities, however, 
Auburn, Sabattus, Presque Isle, 
Houlton, Southwest Harbor, Nor- 
way, Paris, Pittsfield, Belfast, 
Searsport and Biddeford were 
found to have dumps posing a 
threat to public water supplies 
(—50 points), and 13 municipali- 
ties were found to be operating 
disposal facilities threatening pri- 
vate water supplies (—25 points), 
These were Auburn, Lisbon, Sa- 
battus, Winthrop, Savage dump in 
Winthrop, Brewer, Corinna, Old 
Town, Monroe, Biddeford, Water- 
boro and York. 


Ninety-three municipalities were 
found to be still open burning dur- 
ing 1979, but many of those were 
operating under variances, the last 
of which expired-as of Jan. 1, this 
year, 


The present priority list was 
based on 1979 field inspections 
and file records in the DEP. The 
list will be updated again this year 
and periodically from now on, 
Bastey said.

Westerr 
Maine Transportation requests 
$705 and Tri County Family Plan- 
ning requests $240, Both of these 
agencies received funding from 
the County in 1979 but will not 


receive County financial assistance 


in 1980, 

Citizens who have detailed ques- 
tions regarding the budget or the 
programs of social service agen- 
cies, are urged to come into the 
Town Office for further informa- 
tion. ' 
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During the late sixties, the Town 
of Bethel started the planning pro- 
cess to upgrade the quality of wa- 
ter being discharged into the An- 
droscoggin River from the Town's 
sewer system. This whole process 
was undertaken in response to fed- 
eral and state water quality re- 
quirements. 

This initial planning process, was 
followed by the design and con- 
struction in 1973 of the Town's 
Sewage Treatment Plant, At the 
time when the plant was construc- 
ted, it wag designed to handle a 
maximum daily flow of approxi- 
mately 300,000 gallons, This de. 
sign was based on information av- 
ailable at that time about the quan- 
ties of waste water flowing through 
the sewer system, The initial con- 
struction provided for collector 
sewers and pumping stations to 
bring sewage from the several riv- 
er outfalls into the treatment 
plant and then through one single 
outfall to the river, | 

As a result of all waste water 
Boing through the plant, it soon 
became evident that during the 
spring months and at periods of 
heavy rainfall, the amount of wa- 
ter greatly exceeded the amounts 
originally anticipated. Flows cur- 
rently exceed 500,000 gallons per 
day (the lareést aniount measura- 
ble at the plant) at tany times 
duting the year. These excess 
flows make it impossible for the 
Plant to opérate properly and thus 
the discharge into the river does 
not meet required standards, 

To gu back, how doés the plant 
operate and what does the plant do 
to the sewage? The process which 
thé incoming sewage undergoes at 
the plant is rather complex, but 
easily explained. Within the waste 
Water received at the plant are 
several millions bactéria. This bad- 
teria, like any other life form, 
heeds food and oxygen to survive, 
The waste if the water ig theiz 
food. The principal operation at 
the plant is to inject oxygen into 
the wastewater in order to keep 
the bacteria alive so that they can 
Tedice the waste simply by in- 
gesting it themselves. The restilts 
ing waste produced by the bacteria 
4S then separated from the water 
Which carries it, This water is 
then chlorinated to kill any linger.

WARRANT ARTICLES 27-31 


During the late sixties, the Town 
of Bethel started the planning pro- 
cess to upgrade the quality of wa- 
ter being discharged into the An- 
droscoggin River from the Town's 
sewer system. This whole process 
was undertaken in response to fed- 
eral and state water quality re- 
quirements. 

This initial planning process, was 
followed by the design and con- 
struction in 1973 of the Town's 
Sewage Treatment Plant. At the 
time when the plant was construc- 
ted, it was designed to handle a 
maximum daily flow of approxi- 
mately 300,000 gallons. This de- 
sign was based on information av- 
ailable at that time about the quan- 
ties of waste water flowing through 
the sewer system, The initial con- 
struction provided for collector 
sewers and pumping stations to 
bring sewage from the several tiv- 
er outfalls into the treatment 
plant and then through one single 
outfall to the river, | 

As a result of all waste water 
Boing through the plant, it soon 
became evident that during the 
spring months and at periods of 
heavy rainfall, the amount of wa- 
ter greatly exceeded the amounts 
originally anticipated. Flows cur- 
rently exceed 500,000 gallons per 
day (the largest aniount measura- 
ble at the plant) at Many times 
during the year. These excess 
flows make it impossible for the 
plant to operate properly and thus 
the discharge into the river does 
not meet required statidards, 

To gu back, how does the plant 
Operate and what does the plant do 
to the sewage? The process which 
thé incoming sewage undergoes at 
the plant is rather complex, but 
easily explained. Within the waste 
Water received at the plant are 
several millions bacteria. This baé- 
teria, like any other life form, 
heeds food and oxygen to survive.

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TOWN OF BETHEL — BOTTLE CLUB ORDINANCE 
(Warrant Article No. 35) 


Section 1, License Required. No person shall keep, main- 
tain, operate, lease, or otherwise furnish, either to its members 
and guests or to the general public, any premises, building, 
apartment, or place, or portion thereof, for use as a bottle club, 
without first having obtained a license and paying the fee 
therefor. 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of this ordinance, a 
bonafide non-profit, charitable, educational, political, civic, 
recreational, fraternal, patriotic, or religious organization, or- 
ganized under the provisions of 13 MRSA §901, and following, 
or recognized as such by §501(c)(7) of the Internal Reyenue 
Code, shall not be subject to the provisions of this ordinance 
provided: 

(a) They only occasionally allow activities or events at 

which their members, guests, or members of the pub- 

. , lie, provide their own alcoholic beverages, paying a 

~ fee for consideration for admission, setups, or for 
any other reason. 

(b) Any revenues derived from such activities or events 
are solely for the use of, or benefit of, the organization. 

(ec) They notify the municipal officers at least 15 days in 
advance of the activity or event and obtain a permit 
from the municipal officers for each activity or event. 

(d) They otherwise comply with the ordinances and rules 
and regulations of the Town of Bethel, and the statutes 
and rules and regulations of the State of Maine. 

Section 2. Licensing Authority. Licenses shall be issued 
by the Municipal Officers. The Municipal Officers shall grant 
a license only when they find that the applicant is in strict 
compliance with the requirements of this ordinance and other 
ordinances and rules and regulations of the Town of Bethel, 
and with statutes and rules and regulations of the State of 
Maine. : 

~ “Section 3. Definitions. 

(a) Bottle Club. A “bottle club” is an establishment 
where no alcoholic beverages are sold, but where mem- 
bers, guests, or members of the public, provide their 
own alcoholic beverages, paying a fee or other con- 
sideration for admission ty the bottle club, setups, or 
any other reason. 

(b) Person. “Person” shall mean. any natural person, 
corporation, association, or partnership. 

(c) Principal Officers. ‘Principal Officers” shall mean 
the applicant and any officer, director, stockholder, 
owner, Manager, or person who either has a financial 
interest of any nature in a bottle club or directs any 
policy of a bottle club. 

Section 4. Fees. Fees for a license for a bottle club shall 

be paid annually:

Section 5. Application and Information. Every applicant 
for a bottle club license shall: 

(a) Complete and file an application on a form prescribed 

by the Municipal Officers, 

(b) Deposit the prescribed license fee in advance with 
the ‘Town Clerk. , 

(c) Submit the completed application to the Town Clerk, 
together with attested copy of the Articles of Incorpora- 
tion and Bylaws, if the applicant is a corporation, or 
Articles of Association and Bylaws, if the applicant 
is an association, or partnership documents, if the 
applicant is a partnership, as well as a list of all civil 
officers of the bottle club. 

(d) File an Affidavit which will identify all principal offi- 
cers, their places of residency at the present time and 
for the immediately preceeding three (3) years. Sub- 
mission of false information in an application shall be 
a violation of this ordinance and such act shall be 
srounds for the denial of the application. There shall be 
a continuing obligation to, by affidavit, inform the mun- 
icipal officers of any changes in the principal officers 
within fifteen (15) days after such changes occur. 

Section 6. Eligibility. No person, shall be licensed to keep, 
maintain, operate, lease, or otherwise furnish a bottle club un- 
less the eligibility requirements found in Title 28, §201, met by 
said person in its principal officers. 

Section 7. Description of the Premises. Every applicant 
for a bottle club license shall include in the application a des- 
cription of the premises for which a license is desired and shall 
set forth such other material information, description, or plan 
of that part of the premises where it is proposéd to consume 
or keep liquor, as desired by the Municipal Officers. 

Section 8. Membership Rules. Membership in a_ bottle 
club shall be determined by written membership rules, which 
Shall be promulgated by the principal officers of the bottle 
club. 

Section 9. Investigation of the Applicant. The Municipal 
Officers shall fully investigate the principal officers of the 
bottle club for compliance with Title 28, §201, and shall fully 
investigate the premises of the bottle club for compliance with 
Town of Bethel ordinances and rules and regulations, and with 
State of Maine Statutes and rules and regulations, which are 
sapplicable.

8 Increase non-resident license 
fees, 

9. Not cut Department personnel, 

There will be bills on each-sub- 
ject coming before the Senate in 
‘the next couple weeks and Sutton 
indicated that this information 
from his constituents would help 
guide his voting.
